This 
Fu m was the eift of an alu nu iu s. who was for- 
tn r ate enou ijrii to seize the golden opporfu - 
nitv of m ak in" himself im m ortal by m eriting 
the never ending gratitu de of cener-ntions of 
stu dents to come after him. The colleere then 
set aside a su m to pa y the salaries of adire cto r 
of the i'-ymnasiu m and two or three assistants, 
F.verything was to be perfectly free for the 
stu ilents—everything with the trifling excep­ 
tion of a lock er, which one might tak e or not, 
for whi.'h the mo<lerate charge of one dollar 
a year wa« ; nu fle. The stu denis had attiie ir 
(llsposal the entire bu ilding. inc1ndin.g rowing 
room, bowling alleys, base ball cage, bath 
room« , and everv other convenience 
one 
cou ld w<“lH lnnk of. A gradu ate of the Yale 
me lieal S(diool. who av» ,s also a well k nown 
atJileto an d an au thoritv on qu estions of 
tra ning an» l iihysical developm ent v/as made 
director of the gym nasiu m . He at once b e ­ 
gu n. and ha>a su ecessfu lly on, an elaborate 
sy.^fem of fthysiciil exam inations, based on the 
niost recent scieniiflc princirl"‘s of which an 
exact rerord has been k ept for pu rpose« of 
com parison and stu dy. Ea-’ h stu dent isentitled 
to two « 'xaminalions a vear. and at the beirin- 
niii"of the session and one at the end. After 
his first exam ination he is given a card on 
which is m ark ed ou t a criu rse of exercise es- 
pe<*iallv preferred to su it his needs. There is 
nothing com pu lsory in the m atter—he may 
tak <* the exam ination or not. as he pleases, 
and he mav folloAV ont the cou rse advised liiin 
o r n o t. ju st as he pleases. The only prccau - 
tfor tak en is to see that no on*' inju res him ­ 
self bv attem pting too mu ch. The exam iu a- 
lion at the end of the year shows the am.ou nt 
of developm ent for that year, and the final 
exam ination at the end of the fou r vears 
show s the entire gain since entering' ci>llege. 
The increase in strength shown in the first 
class which had bad fou r years in the irvmna- 
siu m. was simply enormou s. In individu al 
cases the strength of the freshm an was fou nd 
to be dou bled or tripled in the senior. 
Nothing cou ld be more exact than the svs- 
fem of examinations, inclu ding as it does the 
whole past phvsical history iif the stu den t’s 
family, as nearly as it can be ol>ta!ned. A lit­

Om aha , Neb., Dec. 7.—lleports received liere 
yesterday show that the troops at every post 
in the departm ent of the P latte 
h av e been o r­ 
dered to be in readiness to move at a m o ­ 
m ent’s notice. The sam e secrecy abou t the 
m ovem ent is observed at all the posts as has 
been observed at military headqu arters in 
this city. None of the ofiicer.s at any o£ tlie 
posts seem to be able to tell the u ltim ate <les- 
tinaiion. The only thing they will admit is 
that they are going w'est over the Union P a ­ 
cific. General Howard, com m anding the de­ 
partm ent of the I’latte, still m aintains his re ­ 
ticence, letting pooi>le draw their ow n infer­ 
ence, which is that several thou sand troops 
are to be concentrated at Salt Lak e in anti<*i- 
pation of an attack u pon the G entiles by the 
Mormons. If these troops were to be u sed 
against the Indians this secrecy Avou ld not bo 
necessary and wou ld not be observed. The 
statem ent 
of 
G eneral Howar<l, that the 
people of the com m u nity to which the troops 
are destined m u st not be appri.sed in advance 
of their coming, is constru ed to mean that 
Salt L ak e is the place of destiu jition. The: 
troops at Fort Omaha. Niobrara. Bobinson. 
Sidney, Ru ssell and Steele are all ready to 
move and are waiting for orders. The Union 
Pacific has special trains in readiness for 
their transportation. 
w on ’t TAI-K. 
Chic .\go , Dec., 7.—General Phillip Sheridan 
and inspector (rcmiral Baird arrived here last 
evening on their retu rn from a tou r of investi­ 
gation throu gh New Mexico 
anil tlie west. 
The general declined to give any r)arli.-u lars 
of the visit except to say that he fou nd every­ 
thing in a satisfactory condition.

Major 
Benyau rd is now com pleting a re-su rvey of 
the rou te, and it is probable that the estim ate 
of the co.sr will be redu ced to .$ 5,000,000, V>’e 
shall ask an appropriation of ¡jíi,500,000 as a 
starter.” 
“The Hennepin canal project has r« iceiveil a 
stronger endorsem ent than any other w ater 
im provem ent u ndertak en in this copu try.

T h e Repub lican senators did a patriotic 
and magnanimous thing in deciding to pass 
a presidential succession b ill which will place 
the succession in the president’s party. 
The 
Democratic house failed to pass the b ill at 
the last session, b ut will doub tless jump at 
the opportunity now. 


M r . I I an d A ll is very much alarmed over 
the proposed change in tho rales of the 
house and fears that it would result in the 
people b eing rob b ed. 
Yet Mr. R an d al l and 
his fellow ex ponents of the Pennsylvania 
idea have b een rob b ing the people of the 
"liited States of nearly one-half the purchase 
price of food, tools and clothing and regard 
with horror any proposition which seeks to 
put tin end to this rob b ery. 


L as t week’s clearing house report showed 
a continuance of the general b usiness prosper­ 
ity. Only live of the thirty reporting cities had 
less clearings than in the corresponding period 
last year, and with the ex ception of Syracuse— 
24 per cent—these losses were insignificant. 
Philadelphia led in the increase column with 
33.2 per cent; Springfield came second with 
30.4 per cent; Kansas City third with 29 .5 
per cent. Five other cities reported gains of 
from 20 to 30 percent; eight gained from 1.0 
to 20 per cent and six less than 10 per cent. 
The increase of the whole countrj* was 24 
per cent and outside of New York 18.3 per 
cent. 


T h e Austrian government 
has warned 
Servia that a renewal of hostilities with Bul­ 
garia will result in dangers which even the 
good will of Austria cannot avert. 
It has 
also warned Bulgaria that the capture of 
Niscli b y the Bulgarians will cause armed in­ 
tervention b y Austria. 
Austria is a very med­ 
dlesome neighb or, and Russia and Germany 
should now warn her against interference of 
any kind. Let the two miserab le little prov­ 
inces fight it out; they never will b e satisfied 
until they do, and then it would furnish the 
Turk a good ex cuse to step in and smash the 
victor. 
Altogether the political complica­ 
tions of these semi-savages with their jaw- 
b reaking names are enough to paralyze the 
ordinary leader, and the quicker they are 
wiped out the b etter it will b e. 


T h e session of congress which b egan 
to-day will b e an important one and if a tenth 
of the promises made are fulfilled the results 
will b e highly b eneficial to the country. If 
the rules are amende d as suggested, b usiness 
will b e greatly ex pedited and one may ex pect 
to see fewer b ills die on the calendar than 
heretofore. Both houses seem anx ious to 
pass 
the 
presidential 
succession 
and 
electoral 
count 
b ills 
and 
thus 
re­ 
move 
a 
long 
existin g 
scandal. 
There 
seems an earnest desire to adjust matters in 
connection with the currency and to adopt 
some equitab le inter-state commerce law. 
The tariff will also come in for a share of at­ 
tention, and there is a reasonab le hope of 
« ome reforms in this direction. 
Many other 
matters of great pub lic importance will b e 
taken up, and now that political questions 
are temporarily lost sight of, there is a fair 
chauco for a b usiness session. 


The Parnellite faction have succecded in 
securing eighty-six seats in the nex t parlia­ 
ment. The total vote for the Parnellite mem­ 
b ers 
in 
Ireland 
was 
221,881, 
or 
vb out 
100,000 more than 
the 
com­ 
b ined 
votes 
for 
the 
Lib eral 
and 
Italy candidates. Dub lin was the only place 
in Ireland where the Parnellites received a 
minority vote. 
There the vote stood: Par­ 
nellites, 42,6 38; Loyalists (Tories and Lib ­ 
erals), 9 4,303,or more than doub le the Na­ 
tionalist, vote. 
The effect of this state of af­ 
fairs must b e to lib eralize the English parlia­ 
ment and to give more freedom and b etter 
government to Ireland. No one, it seems to 
us, can well doub t the wisdom of Mr. P ar- 
NELL’s course. 
He has accomplished more 
for the good of his countrymen in a few short 
years b y peaceful agitation, b acked up b y ir­ 
refutab le argument and indisputab le facts, 
than the fanatical followers of 
O’D o n o van 
liossa and his school of assassins M ould in 
a thousand years. 
P a r n e l l holds the key to 
Ireland’s salvation, and b v judicious use of 
his ab ilities is making their condition b etter 
a’l the time. 


T h e Mormons are evidently spoiling for a 
thrashing at the hands of Uncle Sam, and 
the old gentleman seems perfectly willing to 
administer the licking on the slightest ex cuse. 
The saints have lab ored under an impression 
for some years now that the rest of the coun­ 
trj’ was afraid of them, and that they could 
do ab o it as they pleased. In fact they have 
b een doing so, until within the past few 
months, when the government made up its 
mind to see if there was any virtue in t’ae law 
against immorality, when that law came in 
contact with a grand system of prostitution 
b acked up b y religious fanaticism. The result 
of the effort at an enforcement of the Ed­ 
munds law has b een to emb itter the Mormons 
against the Gentiles, and fears are enter­ 
tained 
that 
serious troub le may ensue. 
To meet this emergency troops have b een 
sent within the past forty-eight hours to Salt 
Lake City. 
Artillery has also gone out, al­ 
though efforts have b een made to keep the 
matter juiet. 
The move is more of a pre­ 
cautionary measure than anything else, and it 
is thought that the presence of soldiers will 
have the desired effect, so long as they remain 
there. 
When they shall b e recalled the 
troub le will b reak out afresh, however, and 
thus tho government will b e compelled to 
maintaiu a garrison there indefinitely. 
All 
tha troops in the department of the Platte 
Lave b een ordered to get ready and the pros­ 
pects for a little scrimmage are very good. 
It is the duty of the pub lic improvements 
committee and the city counselor to prepare 
five ord nances granting cab le road franchises, 
one for Fifth street, one for Twelfth street, 
one for Fifteenth street, one for Grand ave­ 
nue and one for Troost avenue. All of these 
franchises should b e practically alike, and 
every provision, condition, ex action or pen­ 
alty contained in one ordinance should b e in­ 
corporated into all. 
All b eneficiaries should 
b e required to ex tend their roads to the city 
limits, and the ordinances should in all re­ 
spects b e as favorab le to the city as tho 
“Smith* ordinance, which was granted and 
accepted b y tho grantees nearly four years 
ago. 
Particularly should the following provision 
from the “Smith" ordinance b e incorporated: 
Nothirg: in this ordinance contained shall b e 
construed *o ab ridge the power of the city to 
tax said street railway, or the power to impose 
a license tax on cars used on the-line, which 
lioweris ex pressly reserved. 
The suggestion of Messrs. G ag e and K ar n e s 
that sestions 4 and 12 of tho general ordi­ 
nance of the city governing street 
railroads 
fchould b e incorpoiated is an ex cellent one 
*» nd will doub tless b e accepted b y tho commit­ 
tee. These sections are as follows: 
&re, ■*. The City of Kansas* hereb y reserves 


tho right to grant tho privileg e to any com pa­ 
ny , corporation, or individual to cross the 
.racks of any other company , corporation, or 
irumidual, and to build a- track along any 
street, avenue, or hig hway on which anv other 
com pany , corporation, or individual may . bv 
perm ission of the eom m on council, build a 
' rack for a distance not to exceed three block's* 
when the objective point is such that a g ood 
and avanabio route to such point cannot oth­ 
erw ise be obtained; and in the event there 
should not, in the opinion of the common 
council. I» e sufficient room, or it should be 
deem ed unw ise to 
construct two or more 
tracks on any such street , then.for the distance 
aforesaid, said companies» * corporations, and 
individuals, may use in common, the track 
already hud. upon such terms as may be 
ag reed upon by said com panies, corporations, 
or individuals: but in case they cannot ag ree, 
then the eommon council shall appoint a com ­ 
m ittee of three of its members, with a eom - 
im tteo of one from each of said roads, who 
snail determ ine upon the term s upon which 
such railroad tragic shall bo used in. common* 
Bee. 12. In case of the g rading or chang e of 
grade, paving, or repairing of any street, ave­ 
nue, alley , or other hig hway tho person, com ­ 
pany . or corporation operating the railroad 
upon the sam e, shall, when required by the 
city eng ineer, remove the rails and track in 
order that such work may be done, and shall 
relay such rails and track, on the com pletion 
of such improvement, w ithout any expense to 
the city : but in such cases, the city shall cause 
no unnecessary delay or hindrance to the 
running of any street car. 
Both of these sections are practically in­ 
cluded in the “Smith” ordinance, b ut the pro­ 
visions contained in them are of so much im­ 
portance that it would prob ab ly b e wise to re­ 
peat them in the special ordinances. 
The use of the tracks of the different com­ 
panies for a distance of three b locks b y other 
companies may b ecome a matter of great im­ 
portance and the right to grant such use b y 
the city should b e reserved. 
So, too, should 
the right to change the grade of any street 
without incurring the liab ility of paying dam­ 
ages b e reserved.

The introduction of tho cheap board founda­ 
tion for the cedar block pavement is g oing to 
result in the im provem ent of a great many 
streets whose property ow ners would have 
denied them selves the luxury of the costly 
concrete. One of the last bids for cy press 
planks, cedar block pavement, and the lowest 
eevr made in this city was $1.07 a square 
y ard, or considerably less than half the cost 
of concrete. A fair price to pay for one-inch 
cy press 
plank, 
sand and cedar 
blocks is 
$1.20 
a 
y ard; 
for 
two-inch 
plank 
$1.40 
a y ard. This 
is. 
without 
doubt, 
the cheapest pavement if it i-- not the most 
durable. A few day s since Captain Marvin, 
the 
civil 
eng ineer, expressed 
the opin­ 
ion at the 
Second 
ward 
tax 
pay ers’ 
m eeting 
that 
while 
cy press 
planks 
will not actually decay they will lose their 
streng th until the result is identical with that 
following rottenness. He say s the blocks will 
sink through the planks into the sand below. 
Another eng ineer fears the sand will wash 
from under the planks and cause the pavement 
to settle. The truth or falsity of all these the­ 
ories will be dem onstrated during the next 
few months, as there are thousands of y ards 
of cy press plank foundation i.i use on promi­ 
nent thoroug hfares. The property owners on 
a d o/eu different streets are only waiting for 
time to develop the character of the new pave­ 
ment. 
If it proves to bo 
durable 
there 
will 
be

Among 
the 
streets whose property owners are anxious to 
pave in the spring are E ig hth street from 
Grand to Woodland avenue: Eig hteenth street 
from Woodland avenue east; Tenth street 
from Main street east, and Forest avenue from 
Fifth street south. The petitions on som e of 
these streets and others not named, have 
already been 
circulated. 
Every 
property 
owner realizes that it is a speculation to pay 
$1.20 a y ard for pavement in front of his 
property . 
Tho corresponding increase in 
value would more than pay for the pavement. 
In fact there is no improvement which adds 
so much to the value of property as paving. 
G rading B lun ders. 
Kansas City has suffered more from grading 
blunders than from any other one cause 
which has influenced its growth, and still it is 
now strug g ling under a g rading law which 
threatens to crush the spirit of improvement 
out of existence. As though our lumpy topo­ 
graphy was not enoug h of a drawback to ar­ 
tistic grading without the passag e of a law 
which m akes a successful g rading sy stem im­ 
possible! 
Among 
the 
grading 
contracts 
which have been awarded but not confirmed 
by the couneii because of this law are Sixth 
street from Holmes to Forest avenue; Second 
street from Grand avenue to Charlotte street; 
Harrison street from Twentieth to T venty - 
third street: 
Campbell from Twentieth to 
Twenty -third 
street: Pennsy lvania avenue 
from Sixteenth to Eig hteenth street. Tin*re 
are many others of less importance to the 
city at large which are still a vital necessity 
to tho property in their immediate vicinity . 
In many instances these contracts were killed i 
by a protest from a sing le property owner. 
The law provides that any property owner can 
demand his dam ag es in advance and that the 
other property owners on the street only must 
settle the bill before tho work beg ins, it is 
obvious that such a law would discourag e 
grading on any street where the desire for 
the im provem ent is not universal. 
If one 
property owner objects to the grading, if it 
threatens to spoil his trees, his stone wall 
or 
his 
sidewalk, 
he 
can 
overrule 
the 
entire 
street 
by 
entering 
protest. 
Of 
course. 
such 
a 
sy stem 
hampers 
the eng ineer’s department and makes any sy s­ 
tem for establishing g rades out of the ques­ 
tion. The natural result of a law that m akes 
every property owner such an autocrat on his 
street is the establishing of “ special” grades: 
in other words the fixing of g rades to suit 
every one. The following is a fair representa­ 
tion of a “ special” grade: 
In such cases the grade rises abruptly to 
save one man’s stone wall and sinks suddenly 
to spare another kicker’s sidew alk, while a 
third man insists on a rise of a few feet to 
prevent the damaging of the roots of his shade 
trees. The result is that the grade when es­ 
tablished suits each individual and ruins the 
entire street. On the sidewalks stops are 
used to connect the sections of “ special” 
grades so that pedestrians can travel the bil­ 
lowy surface of the street without accident. 
Under the existing laws such absurdities have 
to bo tolerated by the disg usted eng ineers or 
else the streets cannot be graded. 
Kansas City has alway s suffered through 
the lack of a g rading sy stem established by 
one executive head. Tho steep hills in the 
business center might have been obviated by 
a little foresig ht and sy stem when the grades 
were being established. The g rades of all tho 
east and west streets might have been toned 
down by sy stem . 
Main street should have 
been graded on a plane from Fourth street to 
Twelfth street instead of being permitted to 
sag down at Ninth street. 
Twelfth street at 
Main is sixty -five and one-half foot higher 
than Fourth street at Main, and had the grade 
been established on a plane the elevation of 
Ninth street at Main would have been about 
twenty foot greater. This would have raised 
it to a convenient heig ht with Walnut street 
and diminished the violent grades of all the 
east and w est streets. As it is, Main street rep­ 
resents the natural rise in the old ravine 
and the parallel streets run along its natural 
slopes. 
The altitude of Broadway at Ninth 
street is about sixty feet g reater than that at 
Main while Grand avenue is still higher than 
the west side. 
The difference in heig ht 
between W alny i and Main at Ninth street is 
thirty -six feot. t TIus is a violent rise for one 
short block. On Seventh street Broadway ’s 
altitude above tho city dorectrix is 144 feet 
and Main street’s 125 street. 
Assistant City Eng ineer Wise say s that these 
sam e blunders 
in grade 
are about to be 
repeated.

through this vast territory ho say s g rades are 
being e s t ab lis h e d to suit the caprice of prop­ 
erty owners, rather than in conformity with a 
sy stem established for the m ost good for the 
largo number. People who live in deep hol­ 
l o w s are refusing to permit fills, While th o s e 
on the hi!!- will not lisbm to a pr- .'» ••-iti.m ¡o 
cut. When the .Mauijst reet grade wjiS e s t ab l i s h ­ 
e d there was som e excuse for the.blunder, b e­ 
cause few people believed that they were 
pla dug the back bone of a great -dty . 
Now 
that tiie city ’s future as a g reat city is abso­ 
lutely 
established there is no such excuse. 
There should be a g rading sy stem in which the 
grades of all streets should conform with a 
view to future utility .

Tho city chem ist. Dr. Sloan, announces that 
the ordinance prohibiting and reg ulating the 
sale of adulterated articles of food and drink 
has had a marked effect on the character of 
the material fed to the public. 
Although he 
has made several analy ses of butter he has 
found none that was not g enuine, and his 
analy ses of milk have shown nothing worso 
than a harmless, although fraudulent, mixture 
of milk and water or milk with part of the 
cream 
removed. It 
is 
evident 
that al­ 
though there have 
been no prosecutions 
as 
y et. 
the 
fact 
that 
specim ens 
are 
constantly being g athered is having 
a salutary effect on the public supply of 
articles of food and drink. None of the speci­ 
m ens of milk analy zed have been deficient 
enoug h in cream to warrant a prosecution, and 
impure butter has become refreshing ly rare. 
An analy sis of the water used by one 
principal hotels and drawn from a well showed 
the existence of seven iy -six parts solids in 
100,000 parts. This is even more impure than 
the Kaw water, and as it is the supply for hun­ 
dreds of people, steps will at once he taken to 
enforce a chang e. 
Tht Kaw water, although 
far from 
pure, 
is 
not so dangerous to 
health 
during 
t]>e 
winter m onths as 
it will prove next summer. 
Although the 
organic matter will remain in the water it will 
not decom pose so readily in winter as during 
the hot months. The city chem ist say s that 
while he drinks Kaw water himself now he 
would avoid it as he would clear sew ag e in 
summer.

C om panion T ells th e T errible T ale of 
11N D eath.

The b ody of William Samuel Yates, of 
Omaha, the Yale student who was frozen to 
death iu an open b oat on Long Island sound, 
and whose b ody drifted up at the foot of 
Harvey Skidmore’s farm, Baiting hollow, L. 
I., on Saturday, w'as yesterday sent to the 
home of his parents in Omaha, Neb . The 
b ody was aocompanied b y V. B. Caldwell, H. 
Buskin and H. G-. Dean, all of Omaha, and 
ohums of the dead student. Yates b ut was 1 8 
years of age. Caldwell was seen at the Iiiver- 
head hotel b y a reporter. He is nearly frantic 
at the death of Iuh friend. 
He gives the fol­ 
lowing version of the accident: 
On Wednesday evening Yates and I went to 
Stony Brook, Conn.,ducking, and tho follow­ 
ing morning (Thursday) we each got a b oat 
and went out on the sound. Yates had 
a heavy yawl and I a light ducking b oat. 
Neither of us knew much ab out handling a 
b oat in a rough sea. I started out first, head­ 
ing for a small cluster of islands, while 
Yates followed shortly afterward. I noticed 
that Yates was making b ut little headway, 
and attrib uted it to tho fact that he was a 
novice in rowing. Then I noticed that he was 
drifting out in the Sound and I started to his 
assistance. 
While rowing I lost my oar, and 
as I neared Outer Island I sprang from my 
b oat and waded ashore, forgetting to Becure 
my b oat, which afterward drifted away. 
I 
put my coat on a sapling as a signal 
of dis­ 
tress, and ran around to the side of tho island 
nearest the sea. 
Yates was struggling to 
row 
ashore, and the wind, which had increased, 
was carrying him further away. As I ran down 
on the shore Yates signaled me to stay b ack, 
and as 1 had no b oat I wTas ob liged to do this. 
A passing sloop answered my signal 
of dis­ 
tress and took me off. 
I do not rememb er 
the name of the sloop, b ut the captain was 
Captain Atteral. I b egged him 
Yates’s assistance, b ut he refused, saying the 
wind was b lowing so hard that it would b low 
his sails in pieces 
While arguing, Yates 
drifted out of sight, and the crew finally 
volunteered to look for him, and taking the 
sloop’s b oat, started out. b ut failed to find 
him. 
When I last saw Yates he was in the 
trough of the sea waving a signal of distress. 
This was ab out 1:,‘K), and he was then off 
the lighthouse. 
I returned to New Haven, 
and then started for the Long Island shore.” 
Fishermen agree that, had Yates b een ac­ 
customed to b oating, with tho wind and tide 
he had, ho could have reached Port Jefferson 
in three hours, safe and sound. They think 
ho b ecame frightened and worked at his oars 
until he b ecame ex hausted and then fell to 
the b ottom of the b oat, where he froze to 
death. At the inquest, held yesterday, a ver­ 
dict in accordance with tho ab ove facts was 
rendered.

The daily waste 
in the kitchen of a great restaurant, hotel or 
fashionab le b oarding house is very large. 
Every steak, chop and cutlet is trimmed b e­ 
fore it is b roiled. The projecting portions of 
the meat and fat are cut off and ordinarily 
thrown away. 
Some pieces 
are slightly 
scorched in cooking, and these are thrown 
aside. 
Often fhree or four kinds of soup or 
chowder are prepared, half of which remains 
unsold. The quantity of cooked peas, b eans, 
and various kinds of vegetab les left after 
dinner is ordinarily very large. With every 
large roast there is something like a quart of 
rich drippinps that would b e very valuab le 
for poor families to use in cooking potatoes 
and other vegetab les or to employ as shorten­ 
ing. Large quantities of rich gravies are 
left over from meats. Many eggs b oiled in 
the shell are returned to the kitchen. 
This restaurant keeper states that it is the 
usual practice to dump all these articles into 
a b arrel, which is tnkcu away once each day, 
and the contents fed to pigs. 
The price re­ 
ceived for this pig food is very small. The 
waiters, cooks, and kitchen girls like this way 
of disposing of what they call waste, b ecause 
it saves troub le. 
To save all the different 
articles that would b e regarded as ex cellent 
food in many families or even considered 
lux uries, would require much work during the 
moat b usy portion of each day. The ex peri­ 
ment of having memb ers of poor families 
come to the kitchen and ob tain this food has 
b een repeatedly tried, b ut the results have not 
b een satisfactory. 
They generally b ecome 
importunate and 
troub lesome. 
Tliej' are 
likely to lounge ab out the place with their 
pails and b askets and to attract the attentiou 
of patrop.s who dislike their presence. 
It would certainly seem that some person 
could devise and put in ex ecution a plan for 
utilizing all valuab le and ex cellent food that 
now goes into the stomachs of pigs. 
In 
Paris, it is said, there are places in which 
b roken food is offered for sale. Many persons 
who practice light housekeeping patronize 
these estab lishments and ob tain from them 
most of their food. Many families that are 
fairly well to do purchase the scraps of raw 
and cooked meat for the }>urpose of making 
sou]), in London the Sisters of Mercy are 
allowed to take all the waste of certain hotels 
and restaurants. They keep some one con­ 
stantly in the kitchen, who saves all the 
scraps, as well as the articles that are return­ 
ed from the dining rooms. Thrse are care­ 
fully sorted and put in covered b askets. The 
soups, chowders and gravies are placed in 
cans or b uckets. At night a covered wagon 
comes and takes them away. 
Some of the 
articles are taken to hospitals and asylums, 
and others aro distrib uted among the deserv­ 
ing sick and poor. The work of collecting, 
rem oving and distrib uting this food is con­ 
ducted iu a manner so careful and orderly 
that no troub le is caused. ____
